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Greenbelt Voters Give Democrats 
A Clean Sweep, Pass All Questions

A small turnout with no surprises best characterizes Tuesday’s mid-term general 
election in Greenbelt where there was a Democratic sweep for state and county offices as 
well as for the United States Senate and Congress. Only 46.8% of the registered voters 
cast their votes in the city’s four precincts. (See table page 10) In the city, the, Demo¬ 
crats hold an almost three to one edge over the Republicans, and about a four to one 
margin in the county. Statewide, they outnumber the Republicans three to one. 


GCC Has Annual Meeting; 
Sales Reach Record High

Members of Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative who at¬ 
tended the October 25, annual membership meeting hearc 
Manager Bob Davis report that supermarket sales are 14 
percent higher than year-ago levels. Davis noted, “This 
sales increase can be attributed to additional advertising 
and a recognition by our customers that the Co-op repre¬ 
sents a good alternative- with quality products at a compe 
titive price.” 


Greertbelt results pretty much 
mirrored those in the county and 
state. With a commanding lead 
in the polls. Rep, Barbara A. 
Mikulski, a five-term Democratic 
member of Congress from Balti¬ 
more, chalked up an impressive 
victory over GOP nominee Linda 
Chavez with 67,7% of the Green¬ 
belt votes, 67% countywide but 
61% statewide. Unlike retiring 
Senator Charles MacC. Mathias, 
Jr, who was a consistent winner 
in Greenibelt, Chavez was unable 
to attract significant Democratic 
support. 

In the Fifth Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, two-term incumbent Steny 
H. Hoyer continued his winning 
ways garnering 82% of the vote 
locally and the distinction of top 
vote getter. Baltimore Mayor 
William Donald Shaefer (and 
running-mate Melvin A. Stein¬ 
berg) crushed his opponent, reap¬ 
ing 80.6% of the city’s vote, 81% 
in the county, and 82% statewide. 

The county executive race was 
a breeze for incumbent Parris 
Glendening, who defeated his op¬ 
ponent R. Dan Ritchie, one of the 
most visible Republican candi¬ 
dates. The first county executive 
to be reelected since the office 
was established in 1970, Glenden¬ 
ing collected 75.4% of the vote 
in Greenbelt, and 77% in the 
county. 

Residents Richard J. Castaldi 
and Suzanne Plogman both did 
well in the city. Castaldi scored 
second in number of votes, Plog¬ 
man received the highest percent¬ 
age. In his bid for reelection, in¬ 
cumbent County Councilman Cas- 


Prince Georges Competes 
For All-America Title 

Prince George’s County was 
recently named as one of 16 fin¬ 
alists in the annual All-America 
City competition, sponsored by 
the National Municipal League’s 
Citizen’s Forum for Self-Govern¬ 
ment and USA TODAY newspa¬ 
per, The County was selected for 
the finals from a field of several 
hundred applicants. 

County Executive Parris Glen¬ 
dening explained that the coun¬ 
ty’s presentation to the awards 
jury focused on citizen action and 
the renaissance in county affairs 
over the past few years. In par¬ 
ticular, the county emphasized 
the citizen-led rollback of the 
TRIM Amendment in November, 
1984; the Advisory Council for 
Business and Industry’s support 
for the county’s school system; 


taldi overwhelmed his Republican 
challenger James E. Graves, 
reaping 3096 or 84.8% of the 
votes cast in the city and 77.2% 
in the fourth councilmanic dis¬ 
trict. (19 out of 21 precincts re¬ 
porting.) 

Plogman, in her first bid for 
public office — the non-partisan 
second district school board seat 
—was given a resounding vote 
of confidence amassing 86.5% of 
the Greenbelt tally and about 
80% in the district. 

The interesting States Attor¬ 
ney race concluded with Demo¬ 
crat Alex Williams defeating Re¬ 
publican David M. Simpson. Lo¬ 
cally, Williams received 61.5% of 
the ballots. Williams, wh6 beat 
long-time State’s Attorney Ar¬ 
thur Marshall in the Democratic 
primary did as well on the county 
level where he received 61% of 
the votes (170 of 171 precincts 
reporting.) 

On the state level, in the 23rd 
district, incumbent State Senator 
Leo Green chalked up an im¬ 
pressive victory with 78.1% in 
the city, 76% in the district. In 
the contest for three seats in 
the House of Delegates, incum¬ 
bent Joan Pitkin was the top 
vote getter, with incumbent Mary 
Conroy and Charles Ryan close 
behind in Greenbelt and in the 
county. 

The chart below gives detailed 
results of the vote in Greenbelt 
precincts. 

Questions 

In Greenbelt all four of the 
proposed constitutional amend¬ 
ments (Questions 1-4) passed by

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Right Idea 9 Wrong Place 

No one disputes, we think, that a second housing fa¬ 
cility for senior citizens in Greenbelt would be a good and 
timely idea. This is an ideal community for active older 
folks who enjoy sharing interests with others like them¬ 
selves. That Greenbelt is a community with almost all need¬ 
ed services and facilities within walking distance is an ad¬ 
ded inducement. And in a town that is almost fifty, many 
of its population, aging along with the city, will need an 
appropriate kind of low-maintenance home. Long waiting 
lists for Green Ridge House suggest that clearly. 

But we were pulled up short when we heard the pro¬ 
posal for where to place the seven-story cooperative apart¬ 
ment building that a citizen committee has envisioned. This 
group is requesting use of a city-owned site between St. 
Hugh's School and the Pepco substation property on Cres¬ 
cent Rd. This site—Parcel 12—is a wooded section of the 
Lake Park that serves as the eastern anchor of a long 
stretch of forest land on the lake side of Crescent Rd. 

Twenty years ago that entire forest border was pri¬ 
vately owned. Old timers will recall the community's dis¬ 
may when a private developer projected constructing a hos¬ 
pital on a neighboring section of that same border. Com¬ 
munity leaders and private citizens rallied at once to pro¬ 
tect the belt of green that surrounds the lake. The battle 
that followed was happily won, and the city then took ac¬ 
tion to acquire, and thus to protect into the future, almost 
the entire buffer strip from Kenilworth Ave. to St. Hugh's 
School. 

Would it really be so bad for another building to rise 
beside the three existing structures belonging to the Catho¬ 
lic parish and the fire station farther along? Yes,, we 
think it would be bad. Another building at that place 
would destroy a planned effort that has kept the Crescent 
Rd. vista in forest land as far east as Northwav. (Even 
the houses across the way have been buffered from view 
by city property full of trees.) Visually a seven-story 
building would intrude on the lovely view from the lake and 
the road; it would conflict as well with the scale of other 
buildings in the neighborhood. 

We urge the committee to find a less fragile site. Par¬ 
cel 12 is a crucial part of our Greenbelt heritage; it should 
be preserved just as it is.

We’re young, we are not 
going to be as quiet as older 
people. Anyone who has kids 
knows that.

To those of you who agree with 
the unknown person who wrote 
‘“A trip to the center,” I don’t 
understand why you dread com¬ 
ing there. Just so everybody 
knows, the center does have foot 
patrol. And Mr. or Mrs. Un¬ 
known, on behalf of the “undesir¬ 
ables,” most of us come from 
middle-class families and don’t 
appreciate being considered the 
dregs of Greenbelt.

I would also like to let 
that person know what the mer¬ 
chants are doing to make Roose¬ 
velt Center more desirable. 

The merchants held a meeting 
last Tuesday where they invited 
the acting Police Chief, James 
Craze, and PFC Patrick McAn- 
drew. We were all concerned 
about just the things you men¬ 
tioned. 

Chief Craze told us that unless 
there are complaints, there is 
not much the police can do. The 
Center’s purpose is a gathering 
spot for the city, and unfor¬ 
tunately it can attract the wrong 
crowd. For the past month, there 
have been foot patrols regularly 
patrolling the center. Their pres¬ 
ence has been welcomed by the 
merchants and the Greenbelters 
who do business here, but their 
powers are limited. There is no 
longer a curfew for teenagers in 
effect in Greenbelt, and they are 
perfect citizens while the Police 
walk by. 

As a merchant in the Center, 
I can tell you that we are work¬ 
ing to clean things up. We now 
know what our rights and respon¬ 
sibilities are concerning the “un¬ 
desirable element.” We are con¬ 
sidering a Watch Program where 
each one of us takes part. 

As for the problems you men¬ 
tioned about High’s in the eve¬ 
ning hours, I think they would be 
receptive to any comments you 
might have. High’s is owned by 
the Capitol Milk Producers Co-op, 
Inc., in Laurel. I am sending them 
a copy of your letter and inviting 
them to come to the regular 
merchant’s meetings. It will take 
a group effort to restore the 
Center to its former state. 

Again, thank you for the let¬ 
ter and I welcome the interest 
you’ve shown for Old Greenbelt. 
I think that if we work togeth¬ 
er, we will see improvements in 
Roosevelt Center.

Peace Committee Hosted 
A Discussion on Nicaragua 

The Greenbelt Peace Committee 
conducted a slide show and dis¬ 
cussion on Wednesday, October 29 
at the Greenbelt Library from 
7:30 to 9 p.m., entitled “Nicara¬ 
gua, a Personal Report ” Dis¬ 
cussion focused on policy alter¬ 
natives and solutions to the U.S. 
sponsored intervention in Nicar_ 
agua. Winthrop Wright of the 
University of Maryland modera¬ 
ted the discussion. Scott Custer, 
Nick Carroll, and Eli Crupain, 
who visited Nicaragua at differ¬ 
ent times between 1984 and 1986, 
showed the slides and presented 
their views. 

This presentation included ma¬ 
ny aspects of life, changes 
brought about by the revolution 
and the new Sandinista govern¬ 
ment, and the current situation 
in Nicaragua. They talked a- 
bout child care, medical services, 
cooperatives, church-state rela¬ 
tions, degree of freedom of ex¬ 
pression in the press and on the 
street, and the movement towards 
autonomy for the Indian and 
English-speaking minorities. 

The general conclusions of the 


group were that while there are 
faults in Sandinista policy, their 
concern for the welfare of the 
Nicaraguan people remains clear. 
Moreover, several legal opposition 
parties continue to flourish. By 
contrast, the operations of the 
U.S. supported contras are ille¬ 
gal, serve to devastate civilian 
communities and bring the United 
States clpser to armed conflict in 
Central America.

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Council Hammers Out New Greenbrook 


Roadway Agreement, Funds Shelters

At its October 20 regular 
meeting the Greenbelt city 
council approved sites and 
funding for five new bus 
shelters, discussed signage 
problems at the Golden Tri¬ 
angle and authorized the 
city solicitor to begin pro¬ 
ceedings to establish a non¬ 
profit corporation to oversee 
public access cable program¬ 
ming. 

The bulk of the council’s 
time however, was spent in 
hammering out a compro¬ 
mise with the lawyer for the 
Greenbrook developers to 
waive the normal city road 
construction requirements. 

These proceedings provided a 
lesson in local, government for 
members of Boy Scout Troop 1274 
working on the Citizenship in the 
Community Merit Badge. Scout¬ 
master Mike Vaccaro introduced 
troop members Ed Ford, Ken 
Granata, Jim Soule, Jaime Bar- 
cus and Jay Vaccaro to the coun¬ 
cil. 

The road construction waiver 
involved the who, how and when 
of improvements to Hanover 
Parkway. Prior to Monday’s 
meeting, the county planned to 
widen a portion of Hanover Park¬ 
way, up to the entrance to Green. 
way Village Apartments (former¬ 
ly known as the Goddard Space 
Village) to a full 52-foot width, 
as part of the project extending 
Hanover Parkway to Good Luck 
Road. The remainder of the road 
would be a 24-foot width. 

Under city law, the Greenbrook 
developers would be required to 
improve the road along the length 
of their property, including the 
mandatory dedication for park¬ 
land to full width with curb, gut¬ 
ter and sidewalks, on their side 
of the road. (Greenbrook is the 
property on Hanover Parkway 
opposite to the Greenway Shop¬ 
ping Center. It extends from 
slightly north of Hanover Drive, 
the southern entrance to the 
Maryland Trade Center Park, to 
opposite the entrance to the 
Hunting Ridge condominiums.) 

When the undeveloped parcel 
of land opposite the Greenbrook 
land is developed, the developers 
of that parcel would have to im¬ 
prove the other side of the road. 

This land is currently owned 
by the Hunting Ridge Limited 
Partnership, Since no rezoning 
requests have been received, it 
is not known when this parcel 
will be developed. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said the county plans to adver¬ 
tise for bids for the project in 
December and award a contract 
in early spring, but difficulties in 


obtaining the rights-of-way for 
properties further down Hanover 
Parkway could delay the project. 

Greenbrook Proposal 

The developers of Greenbrook, 
represented by attorney George 
Brugger, proposed that they con¬ 
struct a full width section of 
Hanover Parkway to just below 
the entrance to Greenbrook, with 
full curbs and gutters, sidewalks 
and street trees. Because there 
is no guarantee of when the 
county work would be completed, 
and because the developers want 
to meet a self-imposed March 
deadline to obtain use and occu¬ 
pancy permits, which requires 
that a bond for roadwork be in 
place, they requested this change 
in responsibilities to solve their 
problem. 

In reciprocation, according to 
bpth Brugger and Giese, the coun¬ 
ty would use any funds not spent 
to do the remainder of the work 
for further improvements to Han¬ 
over Parkway as directed by the 
city. 

Giese, however, was concerned 
that, given the recent inflation in 
construction costs, there might 
not be any funds left over, 
though he noted that if the coun( 
ty had “sufficient money to cover 
the project, there will be left¬ 
over money just by what Green¬ 
brook is proposing to do.” 

The Greenbrook proposal was 
designed to cost the same amount 
as doing the work required to 
complete the full width roadway 
only on their side of Hanover 
Parkway. Giese said that if the 
county did no additional work, 
the proposal would result in ask¬ 
ing the Hunting Ridge Limited 
Partnership to develop more road¬ 
way than required by law. He 
suggested that Greenbrook widen 
an additional 215 feet to avoid 
this problem. 

Greenbrook, in previous con¬ 
versations with the city, refused 


this request, but did offer an 
additional $15,000. 

At the council meeting, Brug¬ 
ger estimated that that amount 
would pave an additional 70 feet 
of road. Council member Antoin¬ 
ette M. Bram then said that if 
they made it an even 100 feet, 
she could support the proposal. 
She and council member Edward 
Putens spoke in favor of “qual¬ 
ity” in terms of more full-width 
roadway. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, how¬ 
ever, said he could not risk the 
city's having to pay $20,C00 to 
widen the additional 115 feet. 
Brugger countered that the city 
would npt be at risk, that in the 
worst possible case they would 
have a slightly shorter length of 
the wider road, 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said he did not have enough in¬ 
formation to make a decision that 
night. He wanted further infor¬ 
mation on county plans and com¬ 
mitments. With mayor pro tern 
Thomas X. White out of town on 
business, that left council with 
a 2-2 split. 

Brugger said that to delay 
three weeks to the next council 
meeting would postpone the proj¬ 
ect for a year. At that point, with 
the council deadlocked. Green¬ 
brook developer George Shay au¬ 
thorized Brugger to offer to put 
the cost of paving the remaining 
115 feet in escrow for one year. 
At that time, if the money to 
complete the construction were 
not available, the escrow amount 
would go towards the construc¬ 
tion work. 

Under these conditions the road 
construction waiver passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Bus Shelters 

Council unanimously approved 
construction of five bus shelters. 
The shelters will be located at 
the following intersections: Han¬ 
over Parkway and Mandan Road,

Breezewood Drive and Cherry- 
wood Terrace, Springhill Lane 
and Breezewood Court, Crescent 
and Greenhill Roads, and Lake¬ 
side Drive and Westway. 

When council members began 
discussing possible future shelter 
sites, Giese cautioned that “shel¬ 
ters are set in concrete, but bus 
stops are not,” and that Metro, 
the University of Maryland and 
school bus routes have and will 
continue to change. 

Public Access 

Council authorized the Public 
Access Advisory Committee and 
city solicitor to proceed with the 
creation of a nonprofit corpora¬ 
tion to oversee public access pro¬ 
gramming on the Greenbelt cable 
system. 

The only debate on the issue 
concerned the sunset provision. 
The committee recommended a 
provision allowing the council to 
decertify the corporation after 
the first two years and every five 
years thereafter. Council ap¬ 
proved a provision allowing de¬ 
certification after the first two 
years and every three years 
thereafter, by a 3-1 vote with 
Bram, who favored a review 
every two years, opposed. 

First American Bank 

Council unanimously voted to 
send a letter to the First Ameri¬ 
can Bank expressing their dis¬ 
appointment that the bank did 
not comply with an agreement 
reached at an Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) meeting. The only 
disagreement came from White, 
who had written that the issue 
is not significant enough to jus¬ 
tify generating ill will between 
the bank and the council with a 
strongly worded letter. 

At issue is the content of the 
three signs on the bank kiosk in 
the Golden Triangle, but not the 
size or number of the signs. The 


agreement called for two Money 
Exchange and one First Ameri¬ 
can Bank sign. However, two 
First American Bank signs and 
one Money Exchange sign have 
been installed. 

City Planner Celia Wilson told 
council that APB's position was 
that the signs served as addition¬ 
al bank advertising, rather than 
the agreed-upon function of help¬ 
ing customers locate the kiosk. 

Other Actions 

—Accepted APB report 86-38 
on Parcel 15 property covenants. 
A work session on the covenants 
and rezoning petitions was 
scheduled for November 5. 

— Accepted the Community Re¬ 
lations Advisory Board (CRAB) 
report on harrassment of citizens 
at Roosevelt Center CRAB recom¬ 
mended greater police visibility 
between 9 and 11 p.m. at the 
Center, and that citizens be en¬ 
couraged to report physical and 
verbal abuse to the police. This 
report will be discussed at the 
November 10 regular council 
meeting. Putens thanked the po¬ 
lice department for the recent 
increased police presence at the 
Center. 

—Authorized the negotiated 
purchase of a Criminal Justice 
Information System at a total 
cost of $19,152. 

— Granted city employees a 
special holiday on Friday, De¬ 
cember 26. 

—Scheduled a work session on 
a proposed Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board question¬ 
naire concerning parks needs and 
the Schrom Hills Park for No¬ 
vember 12.

NOTICE OF 

CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its -regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-2 (Resolution Number 630), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 
CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE", 
TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 4. “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; COMPENSATION", 
OF THE CHAPTER TITLED “THE COUNCIL", TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE TERM OF THE COUNCIL ELECTED IN 1987 
SHALL BE EXTENDED TO THE FIRST TUESDAY FOLLOW¬ 
ING THE FIRST MONDAY IN NOVEMBER 1989, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE COMPENSATION OF THE COUNCIL 
ELECTED IN 1987 SHALL BE INCREASED PROPORTION¬ 
ATELY TO COMPENSATE THE COUNCIL FOR THE EXTEND¬ 
ED TERM RESULTING FROM THE CHANGE IN THE ELEC¬ 
TION DATE. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall l be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland,' or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt. requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

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City’s Advisory Board Hears Citizens 
Views on Uses for North End School

In the continuing quest for 
the answer to the question— 
what to do with North End 
School — the Community 
Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB) has held two more 
meetings with citizens. Citi¬ 
zens for North End Center 
(CNEC), a group with 
which CRAB talked earlier, 
has distributed a short ques¬ 
tionnaire to residents of the 
North End. The questionn¬ 
aire is preceded by a one- 
page fact sheet on the uses 
CNEC proposes for the 
North End School. On the 
other hand, CRAB is sending 
itsits own questionnaire to 
City Council for comments 
before distribution to resi¬ 
dents. 

Because it had been suggested 
that a meeting should be held in 
the North End where the peo¬ 
ple most directly affected lived, 
CRAB held a Saturday morning 
meeting on October 18 in the 
school. Response was initially 
low but by the time the citizen 
hearing had concluded, over 25 
people had trickled in. Not all 
of them, however, were from the 
North End of town. 

CRAB Chair Konrad Herling 
began the hearing by summariz¬ 
ing the possibilities: 1) do noth¬ 
ing, 2) renovate all of the build¬ 
ing at a cost of one and one- 
quarter million dollars, 3) reno¬ 
vate part of the building at a cost 
of $728,300, and 4) demolish the 
building, which would also in¬ 
volve costs. Herling then opened 
the meeting to the citizens pres¬ 
ent, asking first to hear from 
those living in the immediate 
neighborhood who had not al¬ 
ready spoken to CRAB. Never¬ 
theless, many of the people pres¬ 
ent had already expressed their 
views. CNEC representatives, in 
particular Keith Chernikoff, were 
happy to answer questions about 
their proposal to use the whole 
building for a combination of 
multi-generational activities. 

One concern of the nearby 
residents was the effect on traf¬ 
fic and noise generation. As a 
taxpayer and Lakewood neigh¬ 
bor, Mary Dorsey wondered about 
the costs. “Is there a need?” she 
asked, Elizabeth White and John 
Leslie also wondered about the 
possibility of crime. Nevertheless, 
White supported use of the build¬ 
ing for senior citizen activities 
and Leslie felt sports activities 
for the 20-36 year old age group 
would appropriate. 

Uses 

One need which Ruth Bond felt 
was ‘“desperate” was for a poll¬ 
ing place. Another need men¬ 
tioned was for meeting rooms 
which would be open after the 
library meeting room hours. 
CNEC proposes to use the build¬ 
ing for artist studios, a photog¬ 
raphy lab, a pottery workshop, a 
senior activity center, non-profit 
day-care for children, senior day¬ 
care and recreation programs. 
Mary Gardner supported the 
total renovation, feeling that 
“current concepts point to getting 
more interaction between genera¬ 
tions.” Alice Robinson also sup¬ 
ported multi-generational uses 
and renovation of the entire 
building. She suggested a cafe¬ 


teria that could provide low cost 
food to all age groups. 

Cost Concerns 

The cost was another major 
concern. Eunice Coxon reminded 
people that the city had been 
collecting money for North End 
($243,500). “I think that was a 
commitment to do something,” 
she said. The possibility of get¬ 
ting grants to do the senior por¬ 
tion of the project was again 
mentioned. A new idea, thrown 
out by Eileen Peterson, was to 
have volunteers do some of the 
easy jobs, such as clean-up. 
Greenbelt has a tradition of help¬ 
ing, she noted. 

“You guys are living in dream 
time,” commented James Kizale. 
Volunteers, he felt, would even¬ 
tually give out and he doubted 
that much money could be saved 
on renovation costs by using vol¬ 
unteers. He felt the idea of get¬ 
ting State and Federal subsidies 
could evaporate in the light of 
the Gramm-Rudman Act. The re¬ 
sponsibility for the building 
would be ongoing and he fore¬ 
saw the increase of taxes to meet 
this responsibility. He recom¬ 
mended getting figures for oper 
ating costs of the building. 

Based on the school’s mainte¬ 
nance costs of $3.05 a square foot 
in 1980-81, the city staff is esti¬ 
mating maintenance costs of $3.50 
a square foot, broken down into 
energy—$1; replacement reserve 
—$.50; cleaning and operation— 
$1 and maintenance, repairs, 
trash, etc.—$1, Debt amortiza¬ 
tion expenses of $2.50 a square 
foot bring the yearly operating 
expenses to S250.000. CNEC pro¬ 
poses to pay 51% of maintenance 
costs, excluding debt amortiza¬ 
tion. CNEC is hopeful of finding 
other sources, such as grants, to 
fund renovation. Herling noted 


that none of the proposals would 
totally defer the costs. In fact, 
noted City Council Member Toni 
Bram, the city must use the 
building for a public use and 
cannot make a profit on it. 

Many public uses have been 
offered for the building. In an 
October 2 meeting with CRAB, 
Greenbelt Arts Center represen¬ 
tatives talked about how they 
could use the building. The group 
could use four classrooms for set 
construction, rehearsals and stor¬ 
age. In return, Nick Mydra of¬ 
fered the Utopia Theater for 
meeting space for the community. 
John Ward felt the school was 
a marvelous opportunity which, if 
nothing else, should be retained 
for future use. 

CARES 

David Pellegrini, Ph.D., con¬ 
sultant to Greenbelt CARLS, is 
quoted in the September, 1986 
issue of Science magazine, in an 
article entitled “Researchers 
Grapple with Problems of updat¬ 
ing Classic Psychological Test.” 

Paul Fischetti chaired the chil¬ 
dren’s committee of the Human 
Services Coalition on October 16. 
The meeting included a presenta¬ 
tion by Dr. Fenton of the P.G. 
County School system on teenage 
pregnancy and sex education pro¬ 
grams in the school system. 

On October 15, Paul Fischetti 
and Wendy Wexler re-started 
the Teen Group at Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School. The group will 
meet weekly on Wednesday from 
4:15-5:15 in Room 137. AH Roose¬ 
velt students are welcome. 

G.E.D. study classes resumed 
on October 21 and will be held on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
10 a.m. to noon in the city coun¬ 
cil room. Anyone aged 15 and 
older is welcome. 


The Great Peace March 
To Pass Near Greenbelt

The 700 men, women, and nine 
children who have been walking 
3235 miles across America for 
the last nine months as The 
Great Peace March will be pas¬ 
sing Greenbelt on November 13 
as they head toward the final 
mile of their trek to the White 
House. They will be leaving 
Baltimore on November 11, 
heading towards Washington, 
D.C. along Route 1. They have 
crossed the desert, the Rockies, 
and tihe Great Plains, claim the 
marchers. Miracle is the word 
frequently repeated as contag¬ 
iously high spirits retell favor¬ 
ite stories of threatening circum¬ 
stances overcome. 

Another miracle is expected as 
marchers approach Greenbelt 
and look for a place to spend 
the night. Organizers had ex¬ 
pected the group to camp in 
Greenbelt National Park, but 
were unable to find the funds 
necessary to cover the cost of 
the iabiity insurance the Nation¬ 
al Park Service requires for large 
group permits.

IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF

77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARY¬ 
LAND OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS THE FOLLOWING SECTIONS OF THE 
CHAPTER TITLED “ELECTIONS”: SECTION 19- “RE¬ 
GISTRATION LIST”, TO PROVIDE FOR THE POST¬ 
ING OF THE REGISTRATION LIST BY THE 
TWELFTH MONDAY PRECEDING THE DATE OF ANY REG¬ 
ULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; SECTION 20. “NOMINATIONS”, 
TO PROVIDE THAT NOMINATION PAPERS SHALL BE 
FILED NOT EARLIER THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY AND 
NOT LATER THAN THE SEVENTH MONDAY PRECEDING 
A REGULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; SECTION 23. “BALLOTS”, 
TO PROVIDE THAT THE BOARD OF ELECTIONS SHALL 
PRESCRIBE THE METHOD FOR CASTING AND RECORDING 
VOTES NOT LATER THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY PRE¬ 
CEDING EACH REGULAR COUNCIL ELECTION; AND SEC¬ 
TION 24. “CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS”, TO PROVIDE THAT 
THE BOARD OF ELECTIONS SHALL DESIGNATE SUITABLE 
PLACES FOR VOTING AND SUITABLE PROCEDURES FOR 
THE CASTING AND COUNTING OF BALLOTS NOT LATER 
THAN THE TWELFTH MONDAY PRECEDING EACH REGU¬ 
LAR COUNCIL ELECTION. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26tih day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

that the Co-op-completed its third 
year of operations in good finan¬ 
cial condition. To begin opera¬ 
tions in mid-1984, the Co-op bor¬ 
rowed $425,OCO from the National 
Co-op Bank. That loan will be 
completely repaid in the next 30 
days. For the third consecutive 
year, employees have shared in 
Co-op’s profits through employee 
bonuses. 

The Co-op has declared a pa¬ 
tronage refund of $53,612 for the 
fiscal year ending July 31, 1986. 
This patronage refund amounts 
to 3.58 percent of member pur¬ 
chases at the supermarket and 
the service station. Board Mem¬ 
ber Margaret Hogensen reiter¬ 
ated the importance of member’s 
recording their sales. Members 
benefit since this increases the 
amount of any patronage refund 
that they may receive; the or¬ 
ganization benefits since it aids 
in maintaining non-profit status 
as a co-operative. Patronage re¬ 
funds will be mailed to mem¬ 
bers in early December. “In its 
first three years, Co-op has de¬ 
clared a total of $204,680 in pa¬ 
tronage refunds,” commented Bob 
Davis. “This is another reason 
to shop at Co-op. Frequently, 
these refunds are overlooked in 
determining the actual price dif¬ 
ference between two stores.” 

Joe Timer reported that Co-op 
has exercised an option to lease 
the supermarket facility for an¬ 
other 10 years beginning Febru¬ 
ary, 1987. At that time, rent for 
that facility will increase about 
75 percent; that rent „ is tied to 
the Consumer Price Index. 


The Supermarket facility is 
leased from Greenbelt Consumer 
Inc. (GCI), who maintains the 
master lease on the entire build¬ 
ing, including the Post Office and 
the Archery Center. Chairman 
Jim Cassels stated that GCI has 
recently expressed a desire to 
sell that lease to GCC. Currently, 
GCC is willing to discuss this 
issue, but a decision will be made 
only after a careful evaluation

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GHI’s Proposed Budget Projects Lower 
Charges Because of Reduced Interest

The corporation's 1987 
budget was the central snK 
ject of the meeting of the 
board of directors of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. on October 
28. Acocrding to General 
Manager Ron Colton's notes 
on the budget presentation, 
the monthly charges of the 
majority of GHI members 
would decrease under the 
proposed budget. Since the 
interest rate on the rehabili¬ 
tation loan has decreased 
drastically (from 13.25% to 
8.84%), most members in the 
frame homes who had the 
largest per unit rehab costs 
will see a decrease in their 
charges. Members in ma¬ 
sonry homes will see a small 
increase in the monthly 
charges because of planned 
capital improvements. The 
charges of members in the 
larger townhouses will also 
be increased because of the 
recently completed rehabili¬ 
tation program. 

Under the proposed budget, in¬ 
come from members would in¬ 
crease less than one percent. 
Moreover, no money would be ta¬ 
ken from -the rehab stabilization 
fund or other reserves; on the 
contrary, reserves would be 
strengthened, Colton said, by a 
$65,0C0 payment to replace 
money used last year for asbes¬ 
tos removal and legal fees. 

Colton’s report noted that costs 
are up in areas which are beyond 
GHFs control, such as real estate 
fees and liability insurance. In¬ 
terest income is down because 
of the use of money from the 
reserves for unbudgeted expen¬ 
ditures last year and because of 
the sharp drop in interest rates. 

Colton outlined several new 
undertakings proposed in the 
budget: (I) a computerized pre¬ 
ventive and routine maintenance 
system which will eventually help 
plan equipment replacement 
needs; (2) the hiring of a half¬ 
time draftsman who will, among 
other tasks, produce drawings of 
the specific plumbing installations 
in individual units and of plumb¬ 
ing mains so that GHI will know 
where they actually are; (3) a 
5-year plan to install ridge vents 
and aluminum-capped, ventilated 
fascia boards on all buildings 
with slate roofs in order to reduce 
moisture problems. (4) installa¬ 
tion of footing drains on some 
buildings with serious cracks; 
(5) replacement of plumbing ris¬ 
ers in 130 frame homes; (6) 
blacktop sealing in parking lots 
where the surface is good enough

to warrant the cost; (7) construc¬ 
tion of at least 15 parking spaces 
under the new parking policy. 

Personnel Actions 

On the matter of personnel, the 
budget proposes no additional ad¬ 
ministrative staff. Colton pro¬ 
posed a four percent cost of liv¬ 
ing increase, which he admitted 
was partly designed also to give 
some kind of raise to long-time 
employees at the top of their 
salary range. The board voted 
to approve a 3.5% cost of living 
adjustment. 

Directors Debbie Hartwick, 
Janet Cantwell and Ray McCaw- 
ley opposed the amendment made 
by Director Charles Hess to Hart- 
wick’s original motion to approve 
a 3% increase. Cantwell said she 
felt that cost of living raises 
should be just that—cost of liv¬ 
ing raises—and should not be 
used to give pay raises. 

The board passed unanimously 
a motion by Director Wayne 
Williams to put money in the 
budget to provide short-term dis¬ 
ability insurance for GHI em¬ 
ployees. While this insurance was 
described as a valuable benefit 
to the employee, Colton said that 
the cost would be partially recov¬ 
erable by GHI in savings to the 
corporation. When overtime has 
to be paid to a regular employee 
to get necessary work done in 
addition to paying the employee 
who is not able to work, the 
corporation ends up paying 2 Mj 
times the regular cost. The in¬ 
surance would pay the employee’s 
salary during absences up to 26 
weeks due to non-work-related 
injuries or illnesses. 

Approval of the budget is ex¬ 
pected at either the first or sec¬ 
ond board of directors meeting in 
November. 

Meetings 

The board of directors will 


Thursdays in both November and 
December because of conflicts 
with the holidays. The November 
meetings will be held on the 6th 
and 20th; in December the meet¬ 
ings will occur on the 4th and 
18th. 

Executive Session Concerns 

The Audit Committee reported 
on some concerns about the 
board’s executive sessions. The 
committee recommended that the 
GHI bylaws be amended to spell 
out more clearly how the decision 
to go into executive session is 
made. They noted that the board 
does not usually take a formal 
vote about holding an executive 
session, as required by the by¬ 
laws, nor is the subject always 
anounced. another requirement of 
the bylaws. The committee also 
suggested that some matters 
could have been dealt with in 
open session except for details 
that might have revealed a mem¬ 
ber’s finances. The report indi¬ 
cated that some matters be dis¬ 
cussed in open session, with ad¬ 
journment to closed session only 
if confidential areas must be 
dealt with. 

The committee also suggested 
that two sets of minutes be pre¬ 
pared for executive sessions, one 
version with details and one with 
general subjects which could be 
released to the members. The 
board seemed to balk slightly at 
this because of the work involved. 
However, Hess suggested that 
the open session minutes could in¬ 
clude the announced subjects of 
the executive session and the gen¬ 
eral actions taken in the executive 
session could be announced at the 
next regular meeting. 

The audit committee report 
emphasized that “. . . we see no 
evidence that there was any at¬ 
tempt involved to hide things 
from the members. In particu¬ 
lar, we have not seen the Board 


policy decisions in these ses¬ 
sions.’’ 

Museum Motion Tabled 

. At the end of the meeting, Mc- 
Cawley made a motion to support 
the city’s acquisition of a GHI 
unit for use as a museum. He 
based his motion on the fact that 
the history of Greenbelt is “ba¬ 
sically the history of GHI.” It 
was immediately apparent that 
the motion was not going to en¬ 
joy the unanimous support of the 
board and it was tabled on a 
motion by Hess. The motion to 
table passed 6-2 with McCawley 
and Williams opposed

CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting held on October 7. 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-1 (Resolution Number 629,), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment- 
RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 
CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 14. “GENERALLY”, OF THE CHAPTER TITLED “EL¬ 
ECTIONS”, TO PROVIDE THAT BEGINNING WITH CALEN¬ 
DAR YEAR 1989 THE REGULAR ELECTION FOR MEMBERS 
OF THE CITY COUNCIL SHALL BE HELD ON THE FIRST 
TUESDAY FOLLOWING THE FIRST MONDAY OF NOVEM¬ 
BER IN ODD NUMBERED YEARS, AND TO DELETE PROVI¬ 
SIONS RELATING TO CHANGING THE DATE OF THE ELEC¬ 
TION TO AVOID HOLIDAYS. 



The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall he presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution 1986-1 is 
posted in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 13i(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland, and may be obtained from the City Clerk, 
25 Crescent Road.

City Planners from Korea 
And Iraq Visit Greenbelt

On October 23, sixteen city planners from Iraq and 
Korea visited Greenbelt as part of a global tour of new 
cities sponsored by the United Nations. 


The two-hour visit began at 
the Greenbelt Municipal Building. 
The group, accompanied by trans¬ 
lators and tour coordinator James 
Canestaro, met with Planning 
and Development Coordinator 
Celia Wilson and watched the 
videotape prepared for Green- 
belt^ 50th Anniversary. Accord¬ 
ing to Wilson, the visitors were 
particularly concerned with the 
underlying social goals and phi¬ 
losophies which played a major 
part in the development of the 
city. Specifically, the group fo¬ 
cused on how a planned commun¬ 
ity encompassing a wide range 
of social and economic elements 
balances individual differences 
with group concerns within the 
town design and operation. 

The next stop was the Green¬ 
belt Carryout where a feast of 
hamburgers and fries was con¬ 
sumed. Following lunch, the 
group explored Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter, a gathering place for the 
community. Then it was on to a 
walking tour of the city led by 
Wilson. 

During the walk through Old 
Greenbelt, the planners expressed 
a great deal of interest in the 
variety of GHI housing. The 
planners could see how there is 
overall unity yet also individual¬ 
ity as each member/owner gives 
the unit a special touch. The gov¬ 
erning structure of the housing 
cooperative was discussed as the 
group worked their way on the 


inner walkway system to Green 
Ridge House and then back to 
the center of town. 

The Center School Complex 
was the final stop on the whirl¬ 
wind tour as discussion high¬ 
lighted the link between the orig¬ 
inal plan of the library and school 
design and the final product. Wil¬ 
son said that the group was told 
of the considerations which went 
into the development and execu¬ 
tion of that particular project. 

The city planners were in the 
United States for three days, be¬ 
ginning their visit in Houston, 
Texas. In our area they also vis¬ 
ited the planned communities of 
Reston and Columbia before flying 
to Boston to participate in a 
seminar in economic development 
at Harvard University.

NOTICE OF 

CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-4 (Resolution Number 632), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 

CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 5, TITLE “MEETINGS”, TO PROVIDE THAT SPECIAL 
MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL MAY BE CALLED UPON MO¬ 
TION OF COUNCIL DULY ADOPTED AT A REGULAR MEET¬ 
ING; AND TO PROVIDE FURTHER THAT THE CITY COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO MEET IN EXECUTIVE 
SESSION, WHICH SHALL BE CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE PROVISIONS OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF THE PUBLIC GENERAL LAWS 
OF MARYLAND (1984). 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the v'oters of the City 
of Greenbelt.
